homes before the flood reached a dan­ 
gerous stage, and no lives were lost.

Traffic on the Cincinnati St Louis­ 
ville packet line was suspended todsy 
because the large boats could not pass 
under bridges over the Ohio. 
Summer camps along the Ohio and 
Little Miami rivers have been practi­ 
cally swept away by raging waters, It 
was reported today.

If there is any real difference between the viewpoints of 
oar government and our public, it is that the public is not so fully 
oontinced that confiscation is intended as the government appears 
to be. 
The Mexican government has declared that it has no intention 
Of confiscating foreign property-*-that it proposes to give, for 
•very title found legitimate, a lease for 50 years, with another 30 
if that is found necessary iii order to get the oil out of the ground 
and to give compensation for any special case of injustice tha 
may develop. 
The American public, for the most part, seems disposed to 
take the Mexican government at its word, as most of the big Euro- 
| % Pean oil interests, including the British, have done. They have ac- 
qoiesced in the new Mexican land laws, and agreed to accept the 
teases. 
Why should the United United States not take Mexico at her 
Word, and proceed to arrange the necessary machinery for fair ad­ 
justment? 
Calles has professed his willingness to arbitrate. 
Everybody is for it, in principle. It doesn't appear likely that any 
International tribunal would deliberately sacrifice American inter­ 
ests to Mexican interests, especially in the face of Mexican pledges 
Of justice.

It is pointed out that only “ethical business is successful 
in the long run.” 
In other words, the Golden Rule is found to apply quite as well 
to the fruit and vegetable business as to other phases of life. 
Putting ethics into daily business dealings is fine. But the 
moral credit bureau, as planned, has its weak points. The idea, ap­ 
parently, is to have the bureau obtain from the trade a lot of in­ 
formation about individuals whose business dealings are unethical. 
This information would then be used to warn others against deal­ 
ing with the unethical persons. 
If the emphasis is placed on honest and generous business 
methods, very well.

Candy In Germany 
The Germans are said to be eating more candy and drinking 
less liquor. Their beer consumption has fallen off more than 32 
per cent and their brandy consumption 50 per cent. 
These two facts naturally go together. Sugar is a good sub­ 
stitute for alcohol. Chemically it is almost the same. As a food, 
it serves the same purpose, merely operating more slowly than 
alcohol, and can be assimilated in larger quantities than alcohol. 
- Either, used to excess, tends to drive out an appetite for the other. 
Sugar seems to have a somewhat similar relation to tobacco, 
as far as taste is concerned, though that is harder to explain. 
Candy makes it easier to resist tobacco, and vice versa. 
The Germans, however, with all their new liking for candy, 
are only eating half as much sugar per capita as Americans. Which 
may be just as well for them. Some physicians say excessive use 
of sugar is nearly as bad as excessive use of alcohol, because of 
the serious digestive and organic disturbances it produces.

This information would then be used to warn others against deal­ 
ing with the unethical persons. 
If the emphasis is placed on honest and generous business 
methods, very well. But if it is placed on passing around unpleas­ 
ant information and instigating boycotts, the plan itself begins to 
take on a dubious ethical tinge.

Ohio township supervisors are plan­ 
ning an extensive road building pro­ 
gram for the coming summer. The 
roads tvhich they intend to I in fro y* 
have all been named and all they have 
to do now is to raise the money. The 
J county commissioners have agreed to 
' help under the state aid plan. Tai* 
plan calls for a certain amount from 
the township. 
Ohio township has a 
bond issue for $35,000, passed several 
years ago, for the specific purpose of 
improving 
state highway route No. 
278, but this route Is not included in 
the township’s program. 
A few weeks ago a verbal agreement 
was made between the board of county 
commissioners, the borough of Mid­ 
land and the Ohio township supervis­ 
ors, by which about four miles of slag 
road and a mile of concrete road were 
to be burit during the coming summer. 
According to this agreement tbs 
township was to contribute $12,000 to 
ward the construction of a concrete 
slab on Route No. 278 from Fairview 
to Ohioville. The .county was to build 
a slag road from Route 278, between 
Fairview’ and Ohioville to the Midland 
borough line and the borough of Mid* 
land was to grade and concrete this 
same road from Midland avenue, or 
Route 243, to the borough line. 
Immediately after this agreement 
was reached, a number of the property 
owners in the township raised objec­ 
tions to the expenditure of the money 
on a state road. The bond issue for 
$35,000 which was voted on and pass­ 
ed several years ago, could be used 
only on Route 278, which is a state 
road. A petition was gotten out iii an 
effort to at leart revise the agreement. 
This petition was signed by a number 
of citizens and afterwards presented 
to the county commissioners. 
The program as agreed upon prior 
to this meeting 
will be carried out, 
with the addition of a slag road from 
Ohioville, north of Five Points, to New 
Salem church, to the South Beaver 
township line; a slag road from Fair­ 
view* north to Blackhawk, and a slag 
road from the Laughlin farm on State 
Highway Route No. 278, south toward 
Industry to the Industry township 
line. 
The road from 
Fairview 
to 
Blackhawk is about two miles from 
Ohioville north, to the south Beaver 
line is about five miles, from Route 
278 to >the Industry township line is 
about one mile.

The judge suspected, In fact, that 
Johnson had handed him a stick of 
dynamite to play with, so he studious­ 
ly refrained from rendering a decision 
and awaited results. 
He had to wait 
A almost an hour, and by that time the 
great bleat had set in and It hasn t 
stopped yet. 
But Landis refused to 
be moved until 
he was convinced 
that all of the facts had been placed 
at his disposal; 
in effect, that no 
ghost of the past later was to parade 
through the light of day in mockery 
of his decision. 
Johnson’s leave of absence, perma­ 
nent or otherwise, is regarded as a 
tacit guarantee against the supposed 
kick back. 
The 
American * league's 
profession of 
ignorance 
concerning 
further particulars in the Cobb-Speak­ 
er case also is claimed to have been 
reassuring to the judge. 
The 
decision, therefore, is 
coming and many believe that it will 
take the form of tin acquittal. Lan­ 
dis’ personal admission 
that Dutch 
Leonard’s unsupported charges of a 
betting conspiracy do not constitute 
evidence has led some to feel that a 
favorable decision is inevitable. John­ 
son’s statement that the men were 
dropped for “incompetency” and not 
dishonesty hardly conforms to logic 
but, nevertheless, it is regarded 
in 
some quarters as having publicly ab­ 
solved the principals. 
The statement is not logical because 
every one knows that incompetent in­ 
dividuals are not disposed of through 
the action of the league’s board of di­ 
rectors and the passing of the buck 
to Landis for an offcia I review. 
No, Cobb 
and 
Speaker were not 
hired for 1927 because baseball sus­ 
pected that they had conspired to bet 
on an “arranged" game in September, 
1919. Their guilt or innocence of the 
charges was the only question Landis 
had to decide; it still is the only ques­ 
tion before him. 
It Is so big that the w fter can onlv 
wonder how some few individuals feel 
so certain of the outcome. The best 
bet in the world is that Landis alone 
knows what will happen. The second 
best is that he has told no one what 
he knows.

"I once 
knew a member of the official board 
and his wife, a leading Sunday school 
worker, who were non-plussed at the 
thought.

“Are American properties in Mexico going to be con­ 
fiscated f* 
The American public evidently understands this and agrees 
with it. lf there is any real difference between the viewpoints of 
our government and our public, it is th at the public is not so fully 
convinced that confiscation is intended as the government appears 
to be. 
The Mexican government has declared that it has no intention 
of confiscating foreign property---that it proposes to give, for 
every title found legitimate, a lease for 50 years, with another 30 
if that is found necessary in order to get the oil out of the ground 
and to give compensation for any special case of injustice th at 
may develop. 
The American public, for the most part, seems disposed to 
take the Mexican government at its word, as most of the big Euro 
pean oil interests, including the British, have done. They have ac 
quiesced in the new Mexican hind laws, and agreed to accept the 
leases. 
Why should the United United States not take Mexico at her 
word, and proceed to arrange the necessary machinery for fair ad­ 
justm ent? 
Calles has professed his willingness to arbitrate. 
Everybody is for it, in principle. It doesn’t appear likely th at any 
international tiibunal would deliberately sacrifice American inter­ 
ests to Mexican interests, especially in the face of Mexican pledges 
of justice.

I he Moral Credit Bureau 


Fruit and vegetable growers in this country are planning to 
•et up a code of ethics for themselves. Not to be outdone, shippers, 
brokers and commission merchants comtemplate establishing a 
"moral credit bureau” to discipline all who indulge in unethical 
practices. It is pointed out that only “ethical business is successful 
in the long run.” 
In other words, the Golden Rule is found to apply quite as well 
to the fruit and vegetable business as to other phases of life. 
Putting ethics into daily business dealings is fine. 
But the 
moral credit bureau, as planned, has its weak points. The idea, ap­ 
parently, is to have the bureau obtain from the trade a lot of in­ 
formation about individuals whose business dealings are unethical. 
This information would then be used to warn others against deal­ 
ing with the unethical persons. 
If the emphasis is placed on honest and generous business 
methods, very well. But if it is placed on passing around unpleas­ 
ant information and instigating boycotts, the plan itself begins to 
take on a dubious ethical tinge.

Candy In Germany 


The Germans are said to be eating more candy and drinking 
less liquor. Their beer consumption has fallen off more than 32 
per cent and their brandy consumption 50 per cent. 
These two facts naturally go together. Sugar is a good sub- 
ititu te for alcohol. Chemically it is almost the same. As a food, 
it serves the same purpose, merely operating more slowly than 
alcohol, and can be assimilated in larger quantities than alcohol. 
Either, used to excess, tends to drive out an appetite for the other. 
Sugar seems to have a somewhat similar relation to tobacco, 
as far as taste is concerned, though that is harder to explain. 
Candy makes it easier to resist tobacco, and vice versa. 
The Germans, however, with all their new liking for candy, 
are only eating half as much sugar per capita as Americans. Which 
may I e just as well for them. Some physicians say excessive use 
of sugar is nearly as bad as excessive use of alcohol, because of 
the serious digestive and organic disturbances it produces. 


Shaded H ighw ays 
The statehighway department of Connecticut is busy with 
plans for extensive planting of shade trees along its highways in 
the spring. 
This will be the second annual planting in the de­ 
partm ent’s program of highway beautification. 
Specifications 
call for the setting out of trees along seven state roads. 
They 
include pine, oaks, sugar maples, Norway maple®, European lin­ 
dens and silver maples, all beautiful shade trees. 
The time ought to come when no highway will be quite barren 
of trees. There need not be a continuous succession of them, but 
neither should there be many miles of highway without them.
